Welcome, newcomers to Narberth! 



Probably Narberth will have a real 
representative next week. Every one 
hopes "Flick" knocks a political home 



November 7 will be history before 
Our Town makes its n«xt appearance. 
Here's luck to the winner. It's going 
to be a hard job for any incumbent. 



Do you read what "the Cub" writes 
in his column each week? Our Town 
feels itself fortunate, indeed, in hav- 
ing secured this $10,000 protege for 
its staff. We are sure our pro- 
gressiveness is appreciated by our 
readers, because of the abundance of 
expressions of appreciation this 
column receives. Get the habit — fol- 
low "the Cub." Read his paragraphs 
to cure indigestion. 



This is the last issue of Our Town 
before the great election of November 
7th. Attention has already been call- 
ed in our columns to the importance 
of voting early, as the number of vot- 
ers in our borough is now so large 
that there is danger of some being 
shut out by the closing of the polls, 
if too many leave it until the after- 
noon. 

There has never been a time in the 
history of this country when it has 
been more important for every quali- 
fied citizen to exercise the right of 
franchise. It is a regrettable fact 
that many regard the privilege of 
voting lightly, and permit any excuse, 
however trivial, to interfere with 
what should be regarded as a sacred 
duty. When it is recalled that thou- 
sands of lives have been offered up 
for the sake of gaining this privilege, 
and that it is the very foundation 
stone of our republic, it is hardly 
conceivable that many actually throw 
away the opportunity, and that others 
basely sell their votes to the high- 
est bidder. 

We are facing a very grave crisis 
in the history of our country, and 
much . depends on the result of this 
election. Whatever may be one's 
party affiliation, it is obligatory on 
him to, vote according to his convic- 
tions. Mere talk, without a vote to 
back it up, is worse than useless. 
The importance of every vote was 
well illustrated at the recent nomi- 
nating convention, when Mr. Fletcher 



W. Stites won the nomination as can- 
didate for membership in the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature by only 15 votes; 
if only eight of those votes had gone 
to his opponent, the nomination 
would have been lost to Mr. Stites. 

There are some who may refrain 
from voting, on the ground that they 
are in doubt as to the merits of the 
two leading candidates for the Presi- 
dency. There has been ample oppor- 
tunity for obtaining information on 
every important point from the acts 
and speeches of the candidates, sup- 
plemented by thousands of documents 
sent out by their respective commit- 
tees in charge of the campaign. To 
refrain from voting or maintain a 
neutral attitude for this reason is 
inexcusable. It is always noticeable 
that the smaller parties have very 
little trouble in getting out their 
vote; it is generally adherents of the 
larger and over-confident parties who 
are careless in this respect. Do not 
forget that the minority of to-day 
may become the majority of to-mor- 
row.
